Whether or, 
not they will be able to do anything remains. to. be seen. 
There;aré many_clear thinking persons in the world today 
who are sure that.criminals are victims of some form of} 
insanily,-anad many ‘famous physicians and experts, who} 
ow haye become known. as alienists, believe the same} 
_Fhere is most discussion as to the use of the in- 
sanity plea ih ctiminal cases. If such persons. are insane, 
they shotitd’be cared’ for as mentally deficient. _ If it is no! 
insanity, but. mere criminal action. to gain a living without’ 
work, then they should be handled by the law. At a, 
meeting of the American Bar association in Detroit, James, 
M. G@kallis, of Atchison, Kan., introduced a resolution de- | 
manding the abolition of the insanity plea and disbarment 
of lawyers who insist in using it. In explaining his action, | 
he ‘assérted: that. he was inspired to introduce the resolution | 
as a.1esult.of the Russell’ Scott case in Chicago where a

Disbarment is only a mild penalty for the 
practice.of tesorting to the insanity plea when the attorney 
knows. that his client is not insane. The lawyer. who de- 
liberately regprts té the insanity, dodge is violating his oath, 
and ptopetly has no place among men who follow one of 
the. most’.honorable. of . professions.
